The citizens of Reno Wednesday 
gave General Grant as hearty a wel- 
ceme as his most devoted admirers 
could ask for him. It was a genuine 
and a spontaneous welcome. Grant 
himself was pleased with it. 

The reception of Wednesday had no 
political meaning. Democrats and 
Republicans alike came forward to 
greet Grant, as a man whose past ser- 
vices to this nation had earned their 
gratitude and admiration as citizens. 
They did not go to see him as one 
whom they expected to serve them in 
the future. 

The public honors that have been 
heaped upon Grant have been made 
use of as political capital. Unjustly 
so, because they have not been so 
meant. 

It is indeed probable that Grant 
hopes and expects to get the Republi- 
can nomination for President. If he 
does not wish it he would be apt to 
say so. His attidude seems one of ex- 
pectency. It looks as if he did not 
want the nomination unless his elec- 
tien were sure. 

Grant has now au opportunity to

Washington did. Let him decline, 
as a good Republican, to serve a third 
term as President, and the act of pat- 
riotic self-denial would be a fitting 
end of an honorable career.

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THE NEW YORK ELECTION. 


The election in New York state 
next Tuesday is the igest important 
of the year. Its influence over the 
general campaign next year makes it 
so. Some of the leading Democratic 
jvuroals say that defeat in New York 
state this year means defeat in the 
Presidential election next year. 

The political situation in the state 
of New York is curious; and now, al- 
most on the eve of the election, should 
be generally understood, in order to 
properly weigh the significance of the 
vote. 

It will be remembered that at the 
Democratic State Convention, held at 
Syracuse this fali, there occurred a 
split in the party. The Tilden element 
secured the renominatiou of Lucius 
Robinson fur governor, The Tammany 
faction were so viviently opposed to 
the nomivation that they bolted from 
the Convention. Subsequently they 
nominated a separate ticket, beaded 
by the name of Juha Kelly fur gover- 
nor. 

The Tilden political machine, light- 
ruoning aud noiseless, yet poweriul, 
with belts aud pulleys throughout the 
state, is being run in the interest of 
Robinson. The Tammany machine is 
a piece of metripulitan mechanism, 
but commands almost all the Demo 
cratic custom in New York City. 

Tae Republicans, on the other 
band, are less disunited. Conkling 
has a movopoly of all the Republican 
machinery in the State, and there 
wes no bolting in his Convention, 
which nominated Cornell for Gov- 
ernor. Mauy good Republicans made 
a wry face over Cornell, but, as he 
wes machine- made, they said to them- 
sel ves, Well, Cornell smells a little 
bad, but he is better than any d—n 
Democrat.” Aud they cried aloud 
that Cornell was good, 

But other Republicans, of an inde- 
pendent turn, were displeased with 
the nomination of Cornell, in whom 
they say there isa taint of corruption. 
Tneir protests were voiced by two 
such leading papers as the Nation and 
Harpers Weekly The disaffected at 
last organized for the present cam- 
paign, and issued an Independent Re- 
publican ticket. It differs unity from 
the “regular” (machine) ticket by the 
emission of the name of Corneil for 
Governor; and of Soule for State Eu- 
gueer, Both of the men whom they 
have thus “‘scratched” they regard as 
unwerthy of trust. The Independ- 
eot Republicans have been derisively 
dubbed the ‘‘ Young Scratchers.” 

Thus there are four tickets in the 
Geld. The wide split in the Demo- 
-Cratic party is likely to ensure a Re- 
publican victory. Kelley's defeat is 
almost a foregone conclusion. He 
does not expect to win the election, 
but hopes to defeat Robinson. The 
great body of Democratic voters will 
probably vote the regular ticket. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
election of Rebinson, the regular 
Democratic candidate, weuld not nec- 
essarily be a Democratic victory. It 
would be as much a triumph for the 
Independent Republicans, because 
mauy of thém may vote for Robinson 
in preference to Cornell, and all of 


them will scratch the latter. 

Only by the comparison of the 
Democratic vote with the total Re- 
publican vote, on the general state 
ticket, can the significance ef the result 
of the election in N.Y. state be rightly 
understood, The cemplexion of the 
state will not be cleari@indicated by 
he choice for governor.

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ZACH. CHANDLER DEAD, 


Senator Zach. Chandler died sud- | 
denly at the Grand Pacific Hotel io 
Chicago lust Saturday. His vame lias 
long been familiar to the public in 
connection with the poli:ics of the 
country. Born in New Hampshire iu 
1813, he was sixty-six years old at his 
death. Receiving a good education, 
e went west iu his youth and becawe 
a merchant of Detroit, Michigan. He 
was made Mayor of Detroit in 51, 
and was elected U.S. Senator in 57. 
With the exception of last term he 
has ever since represented Michigan 
in the Senate. 

Chandler was a man of wonderful 
force and energy. He was a shrewd 
politician, but too bitter a partizan to 
be asctatesman. “Stalwart” Republi- 
can through and through, of strong 
Convictions and combative disposition, 
he was fierce and unsparing in his 
denunciation of rebels“ and Demo- 
crats. Indeed, to the hot headed, 
brave old man all Democrats were 
rebels in spirit. 

Chandler was a “good hater” and 
bad hosts of enemies, as well as troops 
of friends. There were faults iu bis 
Character, but nove that his virtues 
did not evershadow. He was a prom- 
nent figure in the political field, and 
will not be forgotten fer a generation.

A winding path led to an archery station 
behind the scenes. In the north-east 
corner the Shakespeare booth was 
located, Where the legitimate drama 
eas to be seen every evening. In the 
@mall stages tableaux were given every 
few mioutes, but no one could tell 
Where the next one would be and there 
were often several curtains up at one 
lime. The greatest sight of all, how- 
ever, was the vast crowds of people. 
Ten thousand people were in the buil- 
ding at one time and the jam was al- 
most complete. To move about was 
very difficult, and to hear what any of 
the actors was saying were impossible. 
The costumes were very fine and the 
scenery striking. Many of the most 


fashionable people of the city attended. 


STATISTICS OF AGRICULTURE, ° 


A census will be taken in the Uni- 
ted States next June. In addition to 
Ggures relating to population the can- 
vassers will gather statistics concern- 
ing crops and dairy products. The 
Superintendent of the census bas sent 
aut a circular, from which the follow- 
ing paragraph is quoted, and it is to 
be hoped that the farmers throughout 

‘the land will give the matter due at- 
tention: 

“In view of the requirements of the 
law, aud of the great importance of 
accurate statistical information rela- 
tive to agriculture, it is deemed to be 
high!y desirable that farmers should 
prepare themselves in advance to give 


the information with promptness aud 


accuracy. It is urgently recommend - 
ed, therefore, that agricultural jour- 
mals and the officers of agricultural 
sucieties and clubs give publicity to 
this anoouncement, and that all per- 
sons engaged io agriculture who shall 
receive this circular, or shall see it in 
the public prints, make note from 
time to time of the quantities and val- 
ues of their several crops gathered, 
and the number of acres of land plant- 
ed, in order that their statements, 
wher made to the enumérators, may 
be of the highest possible value.

A STRANCE CASE. 


A Man Convicted of a Murder for 
which Another Man Was Hung. 


From the New York Sun. 


Charles W. Cook, the youth whose 
evidence procured tue conviction and 
execution of Joseph B. Buzzell, as ac- 
cessory to the twurder of Susan Han- 
son, at Brooktield, N. H., bus him- 
self been sentenced to thirty years’ 
imprisonment as principal io thecris.e. 
Buzzell, whe was aman of some prup- 
erty aud of respectable family, ha 
been on intimate terms with Miss 
Hanson, but had changed his miud 
and abandoned her. Miss Hanson 
determined upon a suit for breach of 
promise of marriage, and while sitting 
in her house, on the night before the 
day on which the proceedings were to 
have been instituted, she was shot 
dead by some unseen person. Buz 
zell was indicted for the murder, and 
tried and acquitted. Two Boston de- 
tectives then took up the case, and 
suceeeded in frightening Charles W. 
Cook, 

A YOUTH WHO WOFKED FOR BUZZELL, 


into a confession that he had done the 
shooting at the instigation of his em- 
ployer. Upon this statement Buzzell 
was again arrested, indicted, convict- 
ed ag accessory, and sentenced to be 
hanged. After the conviction Cook 
retracted his testimony, aud subse- 
quently retracted his retraction. Se- 
rious charges were likewise made 
against the Boston detectives, and one 
of them is now serving a term for an 
offence perpetrated in Massachusetts. 
It was also urged that Buzzell had, in 
fact, been convicted of a crime of 
which he had previously been acquit- 
ted. Buzzell himself never made a 
denial of having been concerned in 
the murder, and perhaps Cook's orig- 
inal confession was substantially true, 
and Buzzell plaoned the deed, but was 
not present when Cook shot the wo- 
man. Notwithstanding all the efforts 
in bis behalf, Buzzell was hanged, and 
now the actual murderer goes to state 
prison virtually for life.

It will require 
about double that amount to put the 
project through. 

Eighteen months since a son of 
Major Sullivan of Green Valley, So- 
nora county, placed 26 carp in a spring 
onshis tather’s place. They have mul- 
tiplied until now there are over 2,000. 
They are about nine inches long. 


Track-laying on the Utah Southern 
is progressing at the rate of three- 
fourths of a mile per day.

THE WHOLE TOWN TURNS OUT TO 
CREET HIM,

Proclamation of President Hayes. 


Wasuinqran, November 3.—The 
following proclamation was issued by 
the President to-day. 


| A PROCLAMATION, 


At no recurrence of the season 
which the devout habits of religious 
people have made the occasion for 
giving thanksto Almighty God and 
humbly 1ovokiog his continued favore, 
has the material prosperity. of the 
country been more conspicueus, more 
| manifuld.or more universal thao dur- 
ing the past year. Also, an unbroken 
peace with all foreign nations, the 
general prevalence of domestic tran- 
quility, the supremacy and security of 
*he great iostitutiorns of civil and re- 
ligious freedom, have gladdened the 
hearts of our people and coolirmed 
their attachment to their Government, 
which the wisdeomand courage of our 
ancestors so fitlyframed and the wis- 
dom and courage of their Jescendanta 
have so firmly maintained to bs the 
habitation of liberty and justice to 
snecessive generations. 

Now, therefore, I, Rutherford B. 
Hayes, President of the United States. 
do appoint Thursday, the 27th day of 
November, as a day of national 
thanksgiving and prayer, and I ear- 
nestly recominend that, withdrawing 
themselves from secular cares and 
labors, the people of the United 
States do meet together on that day 
in their respective places of worship, 
there to give thanks and praise to Al- 
mighty God for his mercies and to de- 
voutly beseech their continuance. 

In witness thereof, I have this third 
day of November, 1879, hereunto set 
my handand the Great Seal of the 
United States.

Hew Dr. Cord Get Away Wito Tom

Washoe City was avery lively camp 

n 1866. Among its well known citi- 

gens at that time were Dr. Cord and 
Tom Fitch, the silver tongued. Cord 
was, inordinately fond of chickens, 
and was not particular as to how he 
got chem. Although a mao of honor 
and a gentleman he would steal chick- 
evs. Chickep stealing was a kind ef 
sport with him, and he looked upon 
chickens as 48 much legitimate game 
as any other birds. The boys all 
used to get the benefit ef Cord's cap- 
tive chickens, and used often to lend 


the Dr. a haod in the sport. Tom, 


Fitch was very foud of chickeas, also, 
but was indiscreet enough to try to 
raise them, instead of lowering them 
after the fashion of Dr. Cord and his 
ners in guilt. Fitch frequently 
ad chickens stolen, but attributed 
the thefts to Chinamen. His silver 
tongue would vibrate with eloquent 
invectives when he found that some 
midnight marauder had invaded his 
ben house and carried away his finest 
chickens.

An Ordinance Needed—A Cuse

One day last week a Chinaman 
was assaulted on the Glendale road 
near town by two Iadians. He had 
a bottle of liquor with him, and meet- 
ing the two Indians they attempted 
to take itaway from him. He resist- 
ed, and in the scuffle received several 
bad cuts with a keife. The Indians 
secured the bottle and fled with it. 
Some one brought the wounded man 
to town, and he has bean uoder the 
care of a doctor ever since. No com- 
plaint was lodged with the authori- 
ties, and nothing has been done 
about the matter. The Chinaman is 
now recovering from his wounds and 
may be able to identify the guilty 
Indians, should he see them again.

_LUMBERING IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


Timber Cutting Back of Washoe City— 


| The UM. 4 M. Fliume—Operatiens at 


Overton on Tahoe—Life Among The 
Pines. 


From Our Gwn Correspondent. 

Should any of our old time neigh- 
bors pass here their first questien 
would be, What has become of the 
vast forests of timber surrounding 
Franktown, Little Bangor, Opbir and 
Washoe? For years has this vast 
slaughtering of timber been carried ou 
until now scarcely a tree remains. 
The H. & M. Flume is still bringing 


wood cut from the foothills. They 
have exhausted everything in the 
shape of wood on the Summit and in 
Little Valley, and are now cleaning 
the foothills back of Doll's ranch. 
They also have a new mill at the north- 
cast end of Lake Tahoe, near Overton 
Bay (christened Overton Bay by Me- 
Rae and Fitzpatrick's employes), which 
is very large. They also call that 
Overton mill. It has a cutting ca- 
pacity of 75,000 feet of lumber per 
day. They have a wagon road in 
progress, from Mill Station to their 
mill, which will soon be completed. 
Dawson McRae is Road Supervisor, 
and has twenty men at work in order 
to take advantage uf the nice weather 
we are pow having. 
CAMP LIFE IN THE WOODS, 

This will be a pleasant summer 
drive for parties of tourists contemplat- 
ing a week or two's experience of camp 
life at or near Tahoe Lake. They can 
visit Marlette Lake, the Water Com- 


pany's tunnel, and a large wood, lum- 
ber and logging camp in full blast 
Fishing is also good in season io Over 
ton Bay. On the west side of the 
Summit the timber is beautiful, of 
the finest quality, and remiads one of 
old Michigan aud Wisconsin. They 
haye several million feet of lumber 
and about 200,000 cords of wood to 
cut there, which will be brought up 
uu incline tramway to a higher point 
and flumed from thence through the 
Water Company’s tunnel to Lake 
View to the V. & T. R. R. at that 
point. 

AN IMMENSE LUMBER BUSINESS. 

They have a million feet of lumber 
already at the mill to construct the 
proper flumes, etc., for the purpose. 
They have 75 white men and 200 
Chinamen employed on the other and 


thirty white men on this side of the 
mountain. All whe come this way, 
on meeting D. McRae or William 
Fitzpatrick, che contractors for cut- 
ting said wood, will meet with a hear 
ty welcome. Stop work a day or two 
and go see what they are doing «west 
of us, and you will consider it time 
well spent. They have telephonic 
communication from Virginia to all 
their principal camps and water sta- 
tions, and Capt. Overton, when there, 
seems delighted to show all and every 
person the mysteries of the telephone. 
Next time, I will write up the agri- 
cultural interests of Washoe Valley.

COMO DISTRICT. - 


Its Situation aad the Geology of lis 
Surroundings—Rich and Permanent 
Mines—Re-Locating the Town Site. 


Ep. Gazetrz:—The Como mining 
district which is now so much talked 
about, is about tweuty miles south- 
east of Virginia City. The road 
is an excellent one, having from Day- 
ton an easy and regular grade all the 
way to the summit, but the dismal, 
bleak walls ef basalt, and the fantastic 
pyramfts of scoriew and other volcanic 
vestiges which flank the way on either 
side, are neither picturesque nor en- 
couraginy. Upon emerging from the 
plutonic chasm inte the bright sun- 
light and pure air of the elevated 
mesa, the scene is one of enchantment 
and granduer. Away to the north- 
west Mount Davidson lifts his isolated 
crest, the silent guardian of the bon- 
anza. Virginia City, Gold Hill, Sil- 
ver City, Dayton and Sutrovilleare a 
splendid panorama seen from our lo- 
cal'ty, while circling far away to the 


south and west the white domes of 
the Sierra glitter io the sunlight with 
indescribable splendor. The eastern 
horizon is scarred and marred by the 
biack trachytic cope ef the diamond 
ranges, There is a marked and sncour- 
aging change in the lithogical condi 
tions of our immediate surroundings.

On the 
contrary the entire mesa is corrugated 
by elevated ridges and deep depress- 
ions and canyons, The outcrup of the 
Como lode indicates a strong and per- 
manent ledge. Although the work 
accomplished in the way of develop- 
ment ls very superficial and imperfect, 
vet, satficient has been done to prove

If Virginia City can boast of its 
Mouat Davidson and ot its wonderful 
ore channel, the Comstock lode, trend- 
ing down deep, beneath its giant shad- 
ows, so we are able to boast at Como 


of our Mount Lincoln and our Como 
lode which is 540 higher than Mount 
Davidson. We have here within a rea- 
sonable degree the certainty of the 
permaney and reliability of metal 
bearing lodes,the topographical, geolo- 
vical and lithological structure is the 
same as that of the Comstock. In 
Nevada where thesurface was every- 
where distorted aod corrugated by the 
tremendous eruptive forces, vaet sums 
of money might be saved aud inonu- 
merable disastrous failures might be 
avoided by simply noting the trend 
and position of the volcanic dykes and 
of the eruptive ridges which were 
unquestionably the direct cause of the 
faultings, defections and other per- 
plexing disturbances so frequently 
encountered in the quartz veins of the 
great basins of the state. If a miver 
can ascertuio with reasonable certainty 
the cause of <incal disturbances or a 
fault in a quartz vein, he may fre- 
quently succeed in gaining an appar 
en:ly lost lode, and save from aban- 
donment an extremely valuable prop- 
erty.

Some curious prosecutions are re- 
ported from the courts in various 
parts of Germany. A wealthy and 
re-pected shoemaker of Lautenburg, 
n West Prussia, suspected a servant 
girl of stealing $25, end finding that 
she wauld not admit it, hit upon the 
curious device of putting a steaming 
hot egg under each of her armpits 
and tying her arms down over them 
until the torture made her confess the 
theft. Thoo he had her, arrested. ln 
the prison the girl begged for some- 
thing to relieve the pain of the burns, 
and in that way the method by which 
ber confession was extorted was re- 
vealed. Tee shoemuker was prose- 
cuted and sentenced tu two year’s im 
prisuoment, He appealed, and the 
appellate court made his sentence 
ade years. Ia Sinzig there was a 
case analogous to that of Caleb Cush-_ 
ing, who, in Washington, applied to 
the courts for relief sgainst the bark 
ing of a dog that in the night dis- 
tiirbed his studies. In this case it 
was un young heifer that bellowed at 
night when hungry, and seeuis to have 
been hungry very often. A gentle- 

min in the neighborhood made com- 
piaiut, and the Court adjudged the 
owner of the animal to be io fault, 
ami sentenced him to pay a fine and
